Documents 1-3 do not describe a feature wherein "the coefficients of a plurality of slots formed in the 
antenna surface of a slot antenna monotonously increase as they go from the center of the antenna surface 
toward the periphery in the radial direction up to the first intermediate part, and then they remain at the same 
value from the first intermediate part to the periphery," and a person skilled in the art could not have easily 
conceived of that feature from the matters described in documents 1-3.
